Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-15 are allowed.

paragraph and at page 2, paragraph 1), a configuring of the protocol tester (as defined 
at page 1, paragraphs 1-2 and at page 2, paragraphs 1-3 and at page 4, paragraphs 1-4 
and at page 5, paragraphs 1-4 and at page 8, paragraph 1 and at page 9, last 
paragraph).
